This issue, author and title index to 
Evangelical Review of Theology 
(ERT) was first published in 1995 and 
is now updated to the end of Volume 
22, October 1998. ERT has been 
published by Paternoster Press on 
behalf of the Theological Commis- 
sion of the World Evangelical Fellow- 
ship since 1977. It was founded by 
Dr Bruce J. Nicholls, then Executive 
Director of the Commission, who 
edited it until 1986. He was followed 
by Dr Sunand Sumithra (1986-89) 
and Dr Bong Rin Ro (1990) as part 
of their responsibilities as Executive 
Directors of the Commission. Dr 
Nicholls was again appointed editor 
in 1991 and produced the journal 
until the end of 1998. The Commis- 
sion owes him a great debt of grati- 
tude for his vision, energy and skill. 
Thanks is also expressed to Paternos- 
ter Periodicals and Mr Jeremy 
Mudditt, for their valuable support. 
From the beginning, one of the 
features of the journal has been the 
re-printing of quality articles from 
other periodicals and elsewhere (with 
permission) to make them available 
to its own unique readership. The 
title page states ERT’s particular ap- 
proach in these terms: “Articles and 


book reviews original and selected 
from publications worldwide for an 
international readership for the pur- 
pose of discerning the obedience of 
faith.” Hence it is appropriate in this 
Index to indicate (with an asterisk *) 
articles which have been reproduced 
from elsewhere. Full details of the 
original publication may be found in 
the issue of ERT which contains the 
article. 

In the earlier years, each issue in- 
cluded articles and book reviews cov- 
ering a range of theological and 
pastoral areas, but in later issues, a 
thematic approach has been adopted 
(which is indicated in this edition of 
the index) The policy has been to 
publish a group of articles on a par- 
ticular topic, some classic and some 
reflecting the current state of the dis- 
cipline and reporting on recent devel- 
opments, thus constituting each issue 
a virtual mini-text book on the sub- 
ject. This means that readers with 
only limited access to library facilities 
will have the opportunity to read 
widely and authoritatively on the 
topic. The “issue” section of this in- 
dex is useful in indicating the selec- 
tion of articles on each of the themes. 

No subject listing is provided in this 
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Index, but the title listing will be a 
useful point of access; editorials have 
only been included if they were titled. 
Book reviews are not included in this 
index, but some of the recent ones 
are listed on the Theological Com- 
mission’s Web site (accessed via 
www.WorldEvangelical.org) 

It is no doubt inevitable in a pro- 
duction of this kind that errors will 
creep in. The publishers would wel- 
come details of these so they can be 
corrected in future editions. 

The WEF Theological Commission 
was established officially in 1974, but 
activity to encourage and coordinate 
theological work on an international 
level had been underway since 1968 
under the name of the Theological 
Assistance Program. The first full 
meeting of the Commission was held 
in London in 1975. Since that time, 
a great deal of work has taken place 
through study units, task forces, con- 
sultations and publications. A num- 
ber of new developments have been 
initiated in recent times to further 
extend the ministry of this organiza- 
tion. As well as ERT, the Commis- 
sion also publishes Theological 


News on a quarterly basis. Plans are 
in hand to provide access to both of 
these publications over the Internet. 

Back issues of ERT are available 
from the publisher, from whom 
subscription details may also be 
obtained. Permission is required to 
reproduce material from ERT, and 
applications are to be made to the 
publisher.
